Before that time expired, however, the 
opium-farmer took it upon bimself to revoke- 
the Heense, and since then the case had 
been tried before his Lordship, in which he 
found that the opium-farmer. had no power 
to enter into such an agreement aw he had 
made with this sub-liconsee, as it had not 
beon framed, a8 tho Ordinance provides it 
shall’be, under conditions approved by the 
Govérnor in Legislative Qouncil. Under 
those circumstances all these conditions 
made by the opium-farmer were null and 
void and were 80 ab initio. The monopolist 
had no right to make any regulations at all 
in fact; everything had to pass the Go- 
vernment, Hoe submitted’ his client was 
entitled to recover as the money had been 
paid under a mistake, he believing that the 
opium-farmer had the right to grant such 
conditional licenses ; and also’as the con- 
sideration failed when the liconse was with- 
drawn. 

His Lordship pointed- out that he bad 
‘certainly not held that, the-license was bad ; 
ho had merely held that certain conditions, 
quite separable from the license itself, were 
not enforcable in this Court, not having 
been. previously ratified by the Governor 
in Council.

THE ZULU WAR. 
AFTER THE BATTLE. * 

(From the special correspondent of the 

Standard with General Wood.) 
: Magnibonium Cape, July 6. 
To my great regret I date a letter to 
you, two days after a battle which has 
‘“scotched” though it hag not killed Zuln 
power in South Africa, from the camp 
wbonce we started a week ago. We ought, 
according to the general opinion here, to

to his new kraal, which is not more, I am 
told, than twelve to fourteen miles beyond 
Ulundi, . 1 belleve Tam accurate in saying

ally half remained, The morat effect of 
this rapid action on savages smarting under 
a severe defeat in a battle fought under the 
conditions which they have all along bonst- 
ad would give them a certain victory, and 
enable them to kill with sticks and aftor- 
wards eat up any number of while men, 
would have been very great indeed, and [ 
think it would in all probability have ended 
the war at once by tho prompt. submission 
of the Zulu King.’ What he will think 
when he learns that ‘his victorlous enemy 


has retreated I, of course, cannot predicate, 


but I shall not be at all surprised to find 
that he plucks up heart of grace, rallies bis 
people—for his loss, though far proator 
than I thought at the time, is roally not 
very severo—and gives us & good deal of 
trouble before we have done with him, Our 
retrograde movement, however, is easily 
accounted for, aud it-ts one of the penalties 
which must often be paid for the injadicious 
operation which President Lincoln has de- 
scribed for all time while the Anglo-Saxon 
speech lasts, viz., “swapping” horses while 
crossing a stream. When we reached the 
river camp, despatches arrived from ‘Sir 
Garnet Wolseley superseding Lord Chelms- 
ford, and-requosting that the whole force 
might falt back and meet him at Kwama- 
gasa, 5 mission statlon where his Lordship 
at one time proposed to wait for Orealock 
to effect his junction, It was too lato, 
however, for these instructions to be carried 
out, for the Zulus were thon insulting our 
camp, were ovidently bent on fighting, and, 
if we had attempted a flank or retrograde 
movement, would hava been down upon us 
like lightning, We were, therefore, obliged 
to orossthe river and ‘fight # battle which 
was won with ridiculous ease, and which 
was really an artillery victory, for the 
practice of our gallant gunners with com- 
and cade. was 80 good 
that the heart was out of the attack bofore 
the infantry, whose steadiness and dis- 
cipline were perfect, wore called upon to do 
what they would easily have. done if the 
occasion had been offered them. 

Tam not by any means saying that the 
infantry did nothing. On the contrary, 
but for their slow, we'l-almed, admirable 
fire, the Zulu braves would have been 
amongst the guns, and have made short 
work of the gunners; but they did their 
éhare in the work in tho laat three hundred 
yards of the eriemy's advance, or within a 
zone four hundred yards in diameter. from 
the front of our square, while beyond that 
the Zulus up to one thousand.-yarda were 
lying all round; dead and dying from the 
wounds inflicted with common shell and 
shrapnel, and up to within one hundred 
yards the rounda of case which were fired, 
in aid of the infantry fusillade, assisted to 
complete the demoralisation of the enemy. 
I waa out in the open eight hundred yards 
from the square when the battle began, 
and a3 [rode in with Buller’s Brigade of 
Irregular Cavalry the guns opened on all 
aides, and I was able to sea the effect of the 
fire upon the enemy. The practice \ 
wonderfully good, tho shells: and shraphel 
burating well above the advancing line pf 
gkirmishers. I could see, from the fgtes 
where Tremlett’s and Harnoss’s Battgries 
were at work, after every burst a foy of 
the enemy fall and the rest within a ratlius 
of one hundred yards scatter and run like 
bares, and the Indunas or chiefs at work 
with yolco and assegai staff rallying their 
men and getting them ogain into formation. 
The Zulus call, by a curioua combination 
of words, oor cannon ‘* Bom-bye-bye.” The 
* Bom” is simply the nataral attempt of 
the savage to imitate the sound of the 
discharge from a distance, but the bye-bye 
is an adaptation of our term bye-and-bye, 
conveying exactly the same meaning, 
s Bom-bye-bye,” therefore,’ means a gun 
which has two discharges, onoa when the 
charge is ignited, and the second. 
explosion of the shell. The Zulus, though 
professing the utmost contempt for our 
soldiers in the open, have always enter- 
tained considerable respect for. cannon, aod 
I fancy their experlence of the “ Bom-byo- 
bye” on the 4th will not tend at all to 
alter that opinion, . 

I think I mentioned in my last letter— 
written hurriedly.to catch the same. day’s 
post—that a couple of Harness’a nine- 
pounders made some ‘very fine shooting at 
extrome ranges after the battle was over. 
At over two miles the shrapnel burst admir- 
ably ons mountain creat, and a swarm of 
Zalus who had gained, as they thought, a 
haven of ‘safety after the sharp chase-they 


had got at the hands of the Lancers, must |. 


have.been amazed beyond measure to lose. 
men and be forced tn fly again for safety 
beyond the night of. the. handful of white 
men of whom. they had entertained so mean 
an opinion. Whilst on the subject of guns

Battery ‘fired thirty rounds of common. 
shell, two of. double shell, forty-nine of 
shrapnel, atid sixtcen of cuse, and lost a 
non-commis:itoned officor, Corporal Cator, 
killed at the trail of the gun, Major Le, 
Grice had two nino-pounders in the centre 
of the. right faco, two in the right’ rear 
corner, and two in the left ‘corner of the 
front face, and he fired sixty-eight rounds 
of common shell, shrapuel, and case. 

the case—seven rounds—were fired qn tho 
roar face, where some of tho enemy, taking 
advantage.of long grasa, got up. to within 
aeventy yarda bofore thoy rau. his battery 
was in action on the day previously, and 
tho excellent practice they made stopped 
a strong column of Zulus from pushing 
‘on ao determined attempt: to intercept 
Bullor’s cavalry from getting back. as 
we were hotly preasod, ond had quite 
enough to occupy our attention - with 
crowds of Zulus nearer-to us, I recollect 
sceing this intercepting column, and know- 
ing perfectly woll what was in atore for us, 
if it-had carried out ita intontion, Colonel 
Harnesa was in‘command of the whole ar- 
tilery of the Flying Column, and had two 
soven-pounders under his command, as well 
as hia own battery of hine-pounders. The 
two neven-pounders: were on the left’ face 
of the square, and they fired altogether 
twonty-two rounds of shrapnel. They be- 
gan at two thousand two hundred yards, - 
but loat aight of the enemy while coming 
over a dip in the ground, promptly picking ; 
thom up again when they appeared on & . 
orest, between six hundred and seven hun- ° 
dred yarda from the guns, dolng cffeatlve 
work all the time. There wore two seven 
pounders in tho rear faco, which fired 
twenty-three rounds, of whic: seven wero 
case, used when the enemy had come (some) 
up to forty yards from the line, Behind a 
bush batwoen soventy and cighty bodies 
were found, with five or six case bullets in .. 
each, the nearest body being only forty 
yards from the muzzle of the guns. There 
wero nine-pounders. alao on, the front and 
right faces, which did equally good work, 
[find from subsequent inquiries that I very 
much under-estimated the Zulu loss. I 
thought six hundred to seven hundred was 
the total, but.it actually amounts to at least 
threo ‘times this amount. I only person- : 
ally saw the execution dons on two faces 
of the square, and by the pursuit of the 
Lancers, and J, in writing hurriedly, 
forgot that what 1 had seen was not the 
total damage inflicted on the enemy, Tho 
Lancers, 1 thought at tho time, killed about 
a hundred, but they claim one hundred and 
fifty, and L see no reason to doubt that 
their eatimate is more accurate than mine. 
They did their work admirably well ; but 
the Zalus, in dome cases, offered a des- . 
porate. resistance, The majority of them 
seemed to me to turn, and make a fight for 
their lives. Over and over again a fugitive 
would stop just before’ the horseman could 
give the fatal thrust, and, dodging like 
lightning, evade the lance, and sometimes 
catch hold of it with both hands, A second 
Lancer had'thon to come to the aid of bis 
comrade. The 17th-did almost: as much 
good by driving the flying enemy to con~ 
ceal themselves in dongss and long grass, 
where they were “ picked up” by othera. 
Baker’s Horse and the Mounted Infantry 
went ont in support of tho Lancers, tho 
former killing twonty-three in one little 
donga, where they had fled to avold the 
Cancers ; aud twico as-many more in the 
long grase. Tho Mounted Infantry did 
great execution. The remainder of Bullev’s 
Cavalry pursued in the opposite direction, 
towards Ulundi.” .Reff'a men were on the 
extremo right, aud, finding a donga full of 
Zalus, killed them all, and then, search- 
ing bushes on the margia of a aluit, picked 
up a lot of atragglers. Cochrane’s mon got 
between fifty and sixty, © Ward's Irregulars 
went out after the action, and following up 
their flying brethren killed sixty or seventy 
of them in pursuit, J could fill'a column 
with stories of what occurred, but the post 
is closing, and can only say that we go to- 
morrow to Kwamagass, and then whatia . 
to occur reats with Sir Garnet Wolseley.
